EDUCATION AS CARRIED ON AT E. W. C. 

African Methodism in Florida, like African Methodism every¬ 
where, has always been for the education of her children. Before 
the college idea had been conceived for the state, the church had 
Its own school system. Out of Divinity High school begun by Mt. 
Zion A. M. E. church grew E. W. C. 
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As fate g'ensira^ly has a hand b"fore success, so it was in this 
tase, the g^veat fire of 1901 destroyed Old Divinity High school, 
hut it was during the administration of the late Bishop M. E. Salter, 
that Salter Hall ^vas started. And under Bishop John Hurst, that 
matchless leader, Salter Hall , was completed and cth^r bui’dings 
erected and E. W. C. made to take its place among the other lead-^ 
ing schools of this our great church. Following Bishop Hurst came 
Bishop J. S. Flipper serving eight years, during his administration 
34S acres of land w^sre reclaimed. On this spot the Federal Govern¬ 
ment spent about $10,000 building log cabins and other imprevc- 
inents. 

The General Education Board gave $7,500 fer science and library 
equipment. The General Conference in May, 1936, in New^ York 
City, s:nt the Rt. Rev. R. A. Grant, Floridans own son, to take 
charge of the 11th Episcopal District. To say it as strong as we 
may, new life has been put into every phase of the work. The 
entire program has been i'evamped. The most outstanding foiwvard 
look to my mind is the sinking fund, looking forward to a perma¬ 
nent endowment. 

The aim of E. W. C. is to offer a thorough Christian training. 
E. W. C. owms 6 acres of land within the city limits of Jacksonville 
on wdiich are located the buildings for immediate school work, this- 
location is on Kings Road and it forms a beautiful attraction for 
those who pass by. Buildings on the campus proper are: Salter's Hal, 
Girls' Annex, Hurst Hall, Centennial Building, Florida's contribu¬ 
tion to 100 years of African Methodism, erected in 1916,* Grant's 
Auditorium, the B. F. Lee Theological Seminary Building and the 
H. Colnian Science HaT. Due to the generousity of the General 
Education Board, the college has come into pcssession of new equip¬ 
ment valusd $5000.00. 

Organization on the campus are: Y. W. C. A., Y. M. C. A., Young 
Men's Council, Beta Gamma, Tau Delta Epsilon, Phi, Kappa Psi, 
Thespians Dramatic, Nation Peace Unit, Choral Society, S. S., and 
A. C. E. League. With these units and with a faculty equal to any 
in the state and surpassed by few in the country, it will continue 
to stand out as a great intellectual fountain where the sons and 
daughters of the Negro race may come wiih their empty cups and 
drink of the intellect so free’y and religiously offered. 

Now, some w^here in this report, I made niention of the sinkingr 
fund" as 'the most cutstanding thing ever launched in the church, 
in Florida, I am still there. But if I was called on to mention the 
second it 'would be the launching of the $50,000 drive to rid the 
sckool of debt and pave the way for th3 erection of Salters Hal’,, 
and thank God we feel we have in Bishop and Mrs. Grant the- 
team to lead us to this victory if we produce the proper fellowship.

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The Growth and Progress of the Church in the United States 

The religious bodies of the United States are not declining in 
membership, but steadily growing, this is a direct contradiction of 
the pessimistic reports which sti'l so often fill the pages of the 
secular press and even of some religious publications. The figures 
compiled with the greatest possible accuracy by the late Dr. George 
Linn Ki&ffer, who has prepared these statistical reports for Chris¬ 
tian Herald for the last five years, which owing to the untimely 
death of Dr. Kieffer were compiled by his widow Mrs. Kieffer for 
release June 28, 1937, prove beyond doubt that those pessimists are 
wrong. 

The church, judging from membership, statistics and from re¬ 
ports of contributions for all religious purposes, has grown 
throughout all the depression years and continues to forge ahead, 
in 1936 the total msmbership of all denominations and religions 
bodies in the United States reached the impressive figure of 63^93,- 
036, as compared with 62,655,632 in the previous year. This rep¬ 
resents a gain in membership of 837,404, almost a million in a singi#^ 
year. 

The Baptist continue to lead according to their report with a 
gain of 140,308, surprisingly the reformed church, not a largs de¬ 
nomination in comparison with the Methodist and Baptist, come.^ 
second with a gain of 81,958. The Methodist, a dose 4th, gain 41,- 
798 and still they shall come from the East and from the West 
and from the North and from the South and shall sit down in the 
Kingdom of God.
